MacAsthmir's Visit 
Delayed By Weather 


TOKYO, Feb. 9 (AP)—The 


weather kept General Douglas 
MacArthur from making his 
10th visit to the Korean front 


Captain A. W. Myers of Lander, 
Wyo., sent back word to U.S. 
Third Division headquarters: 


"Task Force Myers now is wet- 


ting its feet in the Han." 


It was a dramatic climax to a 


Red-hunting offensive that began 
Jan. 25 some 35 air miles south 
of the former Korean republic 
capital. 


An Eighth Army spokesman 


said tonight the task force is 
maintaining its position on the 
winding stream's south bank. 


Taking ground was only of 


secondary importance. The Allies' 
aimed to hurt the Chinese and 
Korean Reds. And they did— 
more than 61,000 killed, wounded 
or captured. 


Other armored task forces are 


within two miles of Seoul, on the 
left flank of the Third Division. 
One rammed within six miles of 
Inchon, Yellow Sea port for the 
capital, and then withdrew to 
Allied lines. 


The U.S. 25th Division's Task 


Force Dolvin, punching up the 
main road to Seoul, sent patrols 
to within one and a half miles of 
Yongdongpo, the ancient city's 
industrial suburb on the south- 
west banks of the curving Han.

Woman Still Lives 


CHICAGO, Feb> 9 (AP) — A 


young woman, found literally 
frozen stiff in sub-zero tempera- 
tures yesterday, clung to life in 
a hospital today after her body 
temperature had dropped to 64 
degrees. 


Hospital physicians said prob- 


ably never before in medical his- 
tory has a person with such a low 
temperature 
survived. 
Today, 


nearly 24 hours after she was 
found lying beside a South Side 
apartment building, her tempera- 
ture had climbed to 100, a little 
above the 98.6 normal. 


When brought to the hospital, 


her pulse was 12, compared to a 
normal of 70 or 80 beats a min- 
ute. She was breathing three to 
five times a minute. Normal is 
18 to 22.'Today her blood pres- 
sure, physicians said, is close to 
normal. Scores of physicians vis- 
ited the emergency room, where 
the woman, Mrs. Dorothy Mae 
Stevens, 23, a Negro, is being 
treated. 


"It's fantastic that she should 


still be alive," said Harold Lauf- 
man, staff surgeon and assistant 
professor of surgery at North- 
western University. 


Physicians 
at

hospital 


described Mrs. Stevens' condition 
as "critical". Her legs and arms 
are bandaged tightly, to keep her 
blood in and around the vital 
organs. If she survives, Dr. Lauf- 
man said, it is possible that both 
her legs and arms will have to 
be amputated.

day Mrs. Stevens acknowledged 
the return of some sensation 
her arms and legs.

Keeping Up With The War 
\ DETAIL of the military action near Seoul 


* 
may tell more about the changed character 


of the Korean war than an official battle map. 


It describes s technique of attack being used 


by U.S. forces. Ground patrols with maximum 
mobility of movement seek out a concentration 
of enemy strength. The patrol then withdraws, 
having signaled the location of the enemy con- 
centration to the air force and to artillery in 
the rear. 
: 


Planes close tn quickly for attack with the 


napalm bombs which have proved highly ef- 
fectual in Korea. A napalm bomb is made of 
heat and spreads fire over a large area on Im- 
pact. 


This kind of attack opens a new dimension 


of military aviation. It switches the role of 
scout from aviation to the ground forces. The 
paradox of the Korean experience is that it 
has taught the military forces more about close 
aerial support than ever was known before 
at. a time when the principal military plan- 
ners had jumped to the conclusion they knew 
everything there was to know. 


The Communist Chinese and the North Ko- 


reans have no defense against such an attack. 
The only defense they could devise would call 
for enough airplanes to offset U.S. air power. 


f^O L U M.B-I A UNIVERSITY is 
^-' where I started on this travail 
of writing some 30 years ago. And 
I am fond of it and loyal to it. 


It is a big place with all sorts 


of activities, about which no one 
can know everything. For in- 
stance, there is a place there 
called Communications Materials 
Center, which issues Columbia 
University educational films. This 
office has issued a catalogue of 
films on Russia. 


Why the university is in the 


film business, I do not know, but 
I find that American universities 
spread like toasted cheese.^ To 
all this, I can only say that if 
Columbia can "make a buck, that 
is all to the good in these times. 


However, I read this in the 


catalogue of films: 


"Election Day In The U.S.S.R." 
"How elections are carried out 


in the U.S.S.R. by direct suffrage 
and secret ballot. The film begins 
with an appeal by Stalin on Feb. 
P, 1946, for a full vote on election 
day. The camera has recorded 
farmers, actors, soldiers and trav- 
elers across the breadth of the 
Soviet Union as 100 million peo- 
ple go to the polls. Provides an 
extremely interesting glimpse at 
election ,m.ethods in the Soviet 
Union." 


• NOW THIS is straight Soviet 
propaganda and is based on the 
lie that there is an election in 
Russia. How can there be an 
election if only one set of can- 
didates is permitted on the bal- 
lot? An election involves a choice. 
How can there be a choice with 
only one list of candidates? 


I find no record as to who pro- 


duced this film. 


Some other interesting titles in 


the catalogue are One Day In. So- 
viet Russia, Peoples Of The So- 
viet Union, Rebirth Of Stalin- 
grad, Spotlight On The Balkans. 


It is obvious from the explana- 


tory notes that all these films are 
designed to show off Soviet Rus- 
sia as a wonderful place of happy 
folks, with the imprimatur of Co- 
lumbia University, as though the 
university has taken the pictures 
and approved of them, which is 
not so. 


Why do American universities 


engage in this sort of thing? If 
the Russians want to do propa- 
ganda in this country .let them 
.do it in their own name and un- 
der their own auspices. For in- 
stance, look at this one, Children 
Of Russia:

taught inspiringly. 


Today, many professors com- 


pete for popularity and prefer 
the glamour of being modern to 
the restraints of being truthful 
In courses in history, politics 
government and the social sci- 
ences generally, too many pro- 
fessors tend to be so current tha 
they are even journalistic. 


Thus, they miss their vocation 


and do not contribute much to 
knowledge. 
In addition, manj 


universities have too many side 
shows, like this film exchange 
that I am describing. They become 
involved in operating businesse 
and pushing agencies that have 
to pay their way. 


It would seem to me that th 


only justification a university 
could have for promoting films 
would be if they were taken un- 
der the supervision of the uni- 
versity and were related to the 
advancement of human knowl- 
edge.

human knowledge in propagan- 
da for Joe Stalin.

TTS ONE of the tell-tell facts 


about human dopiness in the 


auto age that •millions of us drive 
cars for a lifetime without under- 
standing what we are doing. 


Otherwise, there would be only 


a fraction of the mishaps which 
keep traffic statisticians busy and 
provide an inexhaustible topic of 
conversation for all of us. 


It would be a good idea if driv- 


ers were rated according to their 
ability to drive, instead of just 
being lumped together as people 
in possession of basic credentials 
which anyone can obtain by pay- 
ing th? required fee. 


There are apprentices, a n d 


there are journeymen. And there 
are master drivers who know 
about things which ordinary driv- 
ers never dreamed of. Such as 
how to avert trouble on ice and 
in snow. 


This boisterous winter has pro- 


duced enough snow-and-ice mis- 
haps to keep the conversation 
going for years. Not all the mis- 
haps were avoidable, of course. 
But some of them could have 
been averted by as simple a thing 
as knowing when to go easy on 
the gas. 


A master driver has b e e n 


teaching this apprentice jalopy 
jockey how to deal with ice and 
snow the last several months. A 
few days ago his example was 
followed with such good success 
that the secret may be worth 
sharing. 


A quarter of a mile of deeply- 


drifted driveway was surmounted 
without even the assistance of 
tire chains. What had looked like 
a project for a bulldozer was 
turned into a job for the family 
car by nothing more sensational 
than refusing to shove down the 
accelerator. 


The family car was rolled out 


to the highway some 20 feet at a 
roll. It made its own path, then 
backed over the path to get a 
fresh start, and so on until the 
path reached the main road. It 
would have been impossible to do 
this if the accelerator had been 
used for anything more than to 
keep the engine turning over. 
Whenever the engine threatened 
to stall, the 
car wa's slowly 


backed over the path it previous- 
ly had made and a new run be- 
gun. 


Simple as this sounds, there 


probably isn't one driver out of 
50 who ever tried it. The natural 
impulse w h e n an automobile 
won't go is to tramp on the ac- 
celerator. Nothing could be worse 
in snow. It is just as foolish on 
ice. 


Master drivers know things 


like this. The rest of us can learn, 
if we feel like it. An automobile 
will roll over snow and ice with- 
out trouble if the driver keeps 
the driving wheels from spin- 
ning. It's that simple. 


The only trick is to find a 


driver with enough patience to 
realize that "giving 'er the gun" 
is not the answer to everything. 
Under winter driving conditions, 
it is not the answer to anything.

Give The 'Voice' Its Proper Place

CENATOR BENTON of Connec- 
•^ ticut, a Democrat, is absolute- 
ly right in his attempt to bring 
about 
the 
separation 
of 
the 


"Voice of America" f^om 
the 


State Department, th'us making 
it an independent agency respon- 
sible directly to the President. 


That was the way the infor- 


mation branch of the government 
functioned during World War I 
and World War II, respectively, 
and the crisis today on the psy- 
chological warfare side is no less 
important than it was during 
Both those war periods. 


The significance of the separa- 


tion which Mr. Benton1 and many 
others in Congress are advocating 
is that the "Voice of America" 
tends to become a subordinate 
bureau which cannot function in 
a large sense on policy questions. 
It has efficient personnel in its 
management, but their freedom 
to do a good job is impaired. 


The conception which Secre- 


tary of State Acheson has of the 
"Voice of America" is rather nar- 
row. He thinks of it as merely 
the mouthpiece of the State De- 
partment and as an instrument 
of "support to current foreign 
policy decisions". Any informa- 
tion agency which has that mis- 
sion is doomed from the start be- 
cause of the inhibitions upon its 
freedom of expression. 


IN A recent exchange of let- 


ters between Mr. Acheson and 
Mr. Benton, the former insisted 
that "the expanded information 
program has in fact become the 
vital part of our national strategy 
you and others have always be- 
lieved it should be". 


Mr. Benton, when he was as- 


sistant secretary of state, had 
charge of the "Voice of America" 
program and spent many a weary 
hour before congressional com- 
mittees' trying to get appropria- 
tions for it. So he has definite 
ideas about what ought to be 
done with the whole operation. In 
his reply to Mr. Acheson, the 
Connecticut senator says in part: 


"Your letter of Jan. 24 still 


leaves a chasm between us. 
I 


earnestly hope that you do not 
mean that we are now meeting 


fully the challenge and the op- 
portunity in this field. The tragic 
fact is that our information pro- 
gram hasn't even begun to be 
'the vital part of our national 
strategy' it should be. Evidence 
for this, .abounds everywhere." 


The evidence, to be sure, comes 


from many persons who are ex- j 
perts in the field and who shake 
their heads in discouragement as 
they think what a whale of a. job 
could be done by a really in- 
spired organization that has as its 
main task a daily appeal to the 
peoples behind the "Iron Cur- 
tain". 


The hope of preventing war 


lies not merely in a cautious di- 
plomacy backed by armament, 
but in bringing persuasively to 
the attention of peoples every- 
where that peace is really attain- 
able if truth is utilized to the 
maximum 
in 
applying moral 


force. 


MR. ACHESON'S letter ap- 


pears to be that of a technician 
who has examined a blueprint 
and finds that the functions are 
properly classified in a govern- 
ment department. 


If there were no crisis, it 


wouldn't matter in what depart- 
ment the "Voice of America" was 
placed. But there is a crisis, and 
it takes the imaginative counsel 
of men who cannot allow them- 
selves to think as bureaucrats if | 
they are really to do an effective 


piece of psychological warfare. 


Mr. Benton has thjs rather sig- 


nificant point in his latest letter 
to Mr. Acheson, given to the 
press Feb. 3: 
" 


"I hope you will not disapprove 


of a speech that I am now plan- 
ning and may deliver in the next 
week or two in which I am go- 
ing to ... 
follow a 'counsel of 


moderation' and ask for a special 
investigation by the Senate into 
this problem." 


This can only mean more trou- 


ble for Mr. Acheson. One won- 
ders why he stubbornly refuses 
to take advice on the proper 
scope of a public relations pro- 
gram and opens the door wide 
to irrelevant inquiries by the 
Senate into the functioning of the 
entire State Department. 


The problems of the "Voice of 


America" are not ones to be de- 
termined by a single cabinet offi- 
cer. They affect the whole gov- 
ernment. 
Only by a legalistic 


twist of thought can it 'be as- 
sumed that the program is merely 
the voice of the State Depart- 
ment designed to defend or argue 
the merits of its policies. 


The real mission of the "Voice 


of America" is to reflect the spir- 
it and the will of the American 
people and such a task should be 
entrusted to an office that can 
function independently and re- 
port only to the President and, 
through him, to the Congress of 
the United States.

This great assortment of suf- 
fering though indomitable heroines and weak heroes are variously 
afflicted by prosecution in court for crimes they didn't commit, 
sickness, accident, insanity, unrequited love, requited love to a 
man or woman already married, 
broken

marriages, and children. 
• That last one may surprise you, 
but actually th'e problems con- 
nected with having children or 
with not having them leads the 
list in point of popularity. At 
least 11 soap operas have chil- 
dren at the root of their heroine's 
problems, or at least at the root of 
some of her problems—heroines 
sometimes being stricken by two 
or three catastrophes at once.

form of torment is that of women 
who are dying to have children 
and can't have them or—better 
yet—the woman who had them 
and had them torn from her by 
death or divorce or some such 
thing.

—Fritz Thysseri, once one of Ger- 
many's richest tycoons and the 
financial backer of Adolf Hitler's 
rise to power, died here yester- 
day "a man without a country". 


The 77-year-old ex-industrial- 


ist, his health broken and his 
fortune gone, died at the home 
of his daughter after a heart at- 
tack. 


The man whose money nelped 


sweep Hitler into office and whom 
Hitler later consigned to a con- 
centration camp, came to Argen- 
tina a year ago to visit his daugh- 
ter, 
Countess 
Zichy. He had 


planned to stay only briefly, then 
go on to Belgium, but illness and 
an operation forced him to re- 
main. 
Thyssen •will be buried in this 


country where once he had vast 
industrial holdings after funeral 
services this afternoon in the 
German cemetery- at Chacarita, a 
Buenos Aires suburb. On his ar- 
rival here last year he called 
himself a man without a country, 
since Hitler had taken away his 
German citizenship after the two 
broke. 


Born to riches and power, he 


•was the son of August Thyssen. 
The latter was regarded as the

of Germany's modern 


iron industry. 


Thyssen was a financial genius 


in his own right, however, and 
shrewdly . augmented the familyjcity Hall, 
fortune'until he became one of; 
the richest men in Germany. 


A strong nationalist, he saw in 


Hitler a means of restoring Ger- 
many to her former greatness. 
He raised $1,200,000 for the Nazis 
in the 1933 election which swept 
Hitler into power. As a reward, 
he was named a state counselor 
and given a seat on the govern- 
ment's economic board. Later he 
became supreme economic auth- 
ority for western Germany. 


Not long afterward relations 


b e t w e e n Thyssen and Hitler! 
cooled.

They origin- 
ally were known as the Red 
Stockings (maybe the word "Sox" 
was an unmentionable in those 
days). 


Anyhow, the first team was in 


1866 
and they became a profes- 


sional team in 1869. Came 1876 
and the National League was 
formed with the Red Stockings 
as charter members. 


When the 1951 season starts 


Cincinnati, seeking its first Na- 
tional League pennant, since 1940, 
has arranged for two days in 
which to commemorate the league 
which it helped start.
